I am writing you with regard to S* 2233, a bill which I introduced 
for the relief of til Idea F, Friedsan, providing in affect for payment of 
$100,000 ineottleoent of all hie rights in his inventions in the fiald of 
military oomnuni cations which have bean placed in secrecy bo cause of their 
importance to the national interest* 

Captain George 2». Rohillard, USh, P tent Counsel for the P-'ty, 
in tho cnolooad article in tho Saturday Evening Poet of June 9, 1951 "Are 
Fe Stifling the Invontors?" , drama tioally develops the problems confront- 
ing hr, Friedman, namely, that hie inventions are so important to the 
national defence that necessary secrecy prevent e him from using hie own 
rights JLn the inventions - rights whioh he has rotairod with the consent of 
the Oovornnsrt, 

I sincerely hope that your Cocaslttee will aot favorably on tho 
bill* hr* Triedman, whoso ontlre adult life has been devote 1 to serving 
the national irterest and whoso work, as disclosed in the Pearl Harbor 
Investigation at the end of Forld Far II, led to the breaking of the Japanese 
Purple Code, a feat which vitally contributed to the winning o’ the war in the 
Paoifio, is fully deserving of the relief requested in the circunstarooe. Tho 
secrecy and eecurity measures surrounding him end his work have circum- 
scribed his evoxy day life and adversely affected his health, hxoopt by this 
bill which 1 hove introduced, there is bo reasonable avwma for relief open 
to hiss* 

This entire matter has been the subject of diecuesicm with 
repreeentctivos of the Deportment of Defense over the period of the last 
year and & half. I as submitting copies of tho nenoranioa submitted to 
the Department of Defense on the matter and the correspondence concerning 
it thereafter - all of which speaks for itself* Then the Committee holds 
ltft hearing upon the enclosed bill, the Deportment of Defense should be 
in a position to present the facts under its control with the least possible 
daisy, in view of tho fact that it has had 18 months in imich to gather its 
material on the ease.
